I therefore take the liberty vf presenting it to my 
cleeted colleagues with the humble request that they con- 
descend to the reading and perusing of same. 

We should soon be called upon to meet at a regular 
session of the Legislature; it is the plain duty of the Nor- 
ris government to eonyene parliament as soon as possible 
in view of the fact that the majority of the representa- 
tives elected belong to different groups independent of 
the government and in view of the fact that the govern- 
ment has failed to elect a majority of their own support- 
ers. ‘ 

The majority in the house belong to-day to the in- 
dependents and unless the Norris goverument modify its 
views on many problems it must give way to those whose 
policies have been endorsed by the majority of the elee- 
torate. 

Never perhaps in the political history of Manitoba 
have greater responsibilities than those of to-day fallen 
upon the shoulders of the peoples’ representatives. 

We have just come through a war which has upset 
cverything; the world has changed and new problems are 
facing us in all their seriousness. 

Have we been rendered wiser and better citizens by 
the lessons of the war or shall we continue to follow the 
old beaten tracks covered with narrow ideas and race, 
creed and class prejudices. 

Shall we come out of the war more at war than we 
were before or shall we be men enough to rise above elass 
strife to unite frankly as brothers with one aim in view; 
the full development of our country ressources and the 
fair and equitable division of this world's goods amongst 
our citizens to whatever class they may belong. — 

Prosperity or ruin is to-day at our door; it is for 
us to decide which we shall choose. 

The old political parties have lost control, but class 
groups will not govern, unless they can unite under a 
broad flag and unless they will stand together on a com- 
mon platform Whose strongest planks will be justice and 
charity to all. 

To attain that end every one must be ready to meet 
his colleague in a spirit of moderation, as a brother meets 
his brother and not às an enem trving to get the best 
of his antagonist. 

The heart of the people is sick to-day and the old 
political remedies will not be sufficient to eure the publie 
malady. 

The best elements of our population are just now 
looking for the organization of a new party which shall 
represent law and order, fair treatment to all, respect be- 
tween all classes and the recognition of the duties that 
cach and every one owes to God, the King, one's neighbor 
and the country's constitution. 

Is therè a union possible within those lines?
